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BIRDS AND DISEASE. 


An A uthority W h o Th in k s B ird s In ­ 
capable o f C a rry in g C ontagion. 


Persons interested in birds have re­ 
cently been debating the 
question 
whether these creatures are capable 
of contracting disease from human be­ 
ings or of transm itting disease to hu­ 
m an beings. Expert opinion seems to 
be divided. 
On the one hand D r. K . 
E u lf, director of Gefierderte W elt, in 
a recent letter to the president of the 
‘Acclim ation society, asserts that the 
transmission of any disease from a 
bird to a man and vice versa is abso- 
sohitely impossible. 
Says Dr. R u Jf: 
*^Tor more than 30 vears I have been 
occnpied in keeping, observing and 
raising exotic birds of plumage, con­ 
sequently I have had occasion to deal 
w ith them when ill. 
Eve ry bird that 
has died has been examined and I have 
thus dissected during about 30 years 
several hundred paroquets. I have al­ 
ways kept these birds during tlieirill- 
ness, sometimes for a 
considerable 
period, in my apartment, which is 
somewhat restricted in size, 
being 
composed of only six rooms for four 
grown persons and four 
children. 
D uring all this period llia v e not had 
a single case of sickness in my fam ily, 
although the birds have had all pos­ 
sible kinds of maladies. 
1 am also 
coniirmed in rny belief by the fact that 
I have allowed no o]>portiinity to pass 
of asking for infonm ition on the sub­ 
ject from the principal dealers in birds 
at 
liainburg, 
Cologne, 
London, 
Liverpool, 
Autwer]>, 
AinsterdaiJi, 
Eotterdam , 
Marseilles 
and 
B o r­ 
deaux 
whenever 
they 
had 
sick 
birds in considerable numbers. 
In 
no case was I informed that any one, 
cither of the fam ily or of the employ­ 
ers, had been attacked in the lie use 
of one of these merchants, and 1 ob­ 
tained the same inform aiion from the 
directors of the great zoological gar­ 
dens at Paris and London. 
X o con­ 
tagion— and 
1 
cannot 
insist 
too 
strongly on this point— could ever be 
established.” 
These, however, arc all 
negative 
facts and wonld fail to stand against 
even one authenticated case of the 
transniission of disease to or from pet 
birds. 
Such cases, it is believed, have 
been proved to exist by I^r. Laboiil- 
bene, who communicates an account 
of his investigations to the bulletin 
of the Acclim ation society.

Parisians are periodieallv irighiened 
when they heartlus,aiul IjCitiutelook 
forward to the sudden eollupsc of 
their high houses. .M. \'iekersheiuior, 
however, who is insjiecior of 
cata­ 
combs and quarries, hastens to assure 
the tim id that there is no fear of any 
subsidence of the soil of subterranean 
Paris. 
The galleries arc well propped 
up and are eontinnally under the su­ 
pervision of vigilant jicrsons, chieilv 
policemen, who on their oil-duty day.s 
are paid live francs for inspection of 
walks through the shafts, which ex­ 
tend under ground in nearly every di­ 
rection. 
A n y signs of decay or dam­ 
age on the \aultings or pillars are 
prom ptly reported to the proper au­ 
thorities, who iiistanly bring tlicir re­ 
pairing raacbinery intoplay. Accord­ 
ing to classification, the first group of 
gaTleries begins under the A rc de Tri- 
mnphc, extending in the direction of 
Passy and Auteuil. 
The second di- 
vi.sion runs under the ^'augirard dis­
